Tax on Bank Dividends.

the 15th inst, asking my epinion as to whether dividends
arising from stock in the several banks of the State are sub-
jects of taxation under vur present revenue law, has been re-
ceivel, and [ hasten to reply.

1 e of opinion that the; dividends arising from stock in
the eeveral banks of the State, are taxed under our revenue
law, section 20th. The tax imposed on stock owned by in-
dividuals or corporations in said banks— seetion 133, Revised
| lawe—1I look upon as a scperate and distinct tax, upon an

entirely different subject, baving no connection whatsoever
] with that upon dividends ; tho one is payable to the Treasu-
| rer of the State by the officers of the bank—the other to be
| listed bg tke owner, and paid to the sheriff of the county.—
This 1 believe to have been the intention of the Legislature,
| :an;ie: am of opinion that they had a right to impose both

You call my attention particularly to the charter of the
bank of the State. 2. Revised Statues, section 13th, page
61, reads:—* Each share owned by individuals shall be sub-
Ject to an annual tax of 25 cents and no more, which shall
be reserved out of the profits as they accrue.”

This | think prohibits the Legislature from increasing the
tax above 25 cents on the share; and it was for that reason
that in the late Revised Laws, section 133, you find that the
Bank of the State is excepted, but 1 think it does not pro-
| hibit the Legislature from taxing the dividens arising from

stock in eaid Back. I am therefore of opinion that dividends
upon steek owened by individuals in the bank of the State,
are taxed under cur Hevenue Laws. 1 know there is a di-
versity of opinion in regard to this matter, and I suppose the
whole subject will be carried to the .‘:‘urreme Court for con-
struction. 1 héve not thought it at all necessary to give in
full the reason for the opinion to which I have arriveg.‘

Louls Nupeleon and Cavalgnac—A Reminlscence,

On the 15th of June, 1848, great sensation was produced
in the National Assembly of Franee, by an announcement
from the President’s chair, that he had received a letter from
the citizen Bonaparte, who had just been elected to the Na-
tional Assembly. In answer to loud eries of ‘““Read it! Read
ill.! ’Bthe President read this letter, dated Londen, 14th June,

**Mr. President. I was upon the point of leaving to repair
to my post, when I learned that my election is aFording a
pretext to deplorable troubles and fatal errors. [ did not
seck the bonor of being a representative of the pzople, be-
cause I was aware of the injurious suspicions which were en-
tertained with regard to me. Still less would I =eck power.
If the people were to impose duti s upon we, I should know
bow to perform them. | I'nmultuous agitation here interrup-
ted the reading of the letter ] But I disavow all those who
impute to me ambitious intentions which 1 have not. My
name is a symbol of order, of nationality, of glory; and it
would be with the most lively griefthat i|should see it made
use of to increase the troubles and dissentions of the coun-
try. Toavoid such an evil, | would prefer to remair in ex-
ile. 1am ready for all sacrifices to secure the happiness of
France. Have the gooduess, Mr. President, to commanicate
my letter to the Assembly. 1 send you a copy of my thanks
to the electors. Receive the expression of my distinguished
sentiments.

“Louis NAroLEON BoONAPARTE.”

The liveliest aggitation succeeded, which was followed by
a profound silence, which they observed approaching the
tribune Gen. Cavaignac, Minister of War.

“Citvizen Representatives,” said he, **a member of the
government tolu you lately that one man alone persisted in
obtainining silence u;{)'on the state of the Kepublic. The
silence hasjust been broken. My emotion does not permit
me to express myself as 1 would my whole thought; but my
first remark touchiog this document, which becomes histori-
cal, is that the word Republic does not appear in it. (Here!
hear!) I confine myself to signalizing tbis document to the
attention of the Asscmbly, to the attention and theremem-
brance of the whole nation.”

“Vive la Republigue!” burst from all sides.
all pretenders !’

Another gpeaker, Mr. Beaume, pronounced Napoleon’s
letter a ““declaration of war by a Prelcnder," and called the
writer *‘an impudent young man.” M. Thouret, who follow-
cd M. Beaume, directed the attention of the Assembly to this
phrase: *‘It the peopie were to impose dutiez upon me, |
should know how to perform them.” M. Thouret said : The
duties which the people impose upon him, are those of re-
presentative. No others are imposed upon him.”

A Member—*'lie deems those duties too modest.”

M. Thouret—**ihe phrase iz an appeal to revolt. Conse-
quently, [ propese that we immediately resolve that lLouis
Bonaparte 18 bunished from the Repulic.™

Immense confusion followed, and the Assembly adjoarned,
amidst cries of vive la Republigue. Thus it will be seen that
Cavaignac, now OUpposition candiate in ’aris, and the only
consistent Hepublican in France, penetrated from the first,
the purpose of l.onis Napoleon.

A Romatic ReGion.—The editor of the Abicgdon Virgin-
ian recently spent a few days in the White Top Mountains,
and other peaks in that range, and ** in all the region round
about.” In giving his experience he says:

“ The White Top is the highest peak in the Apalachain
range. While we were upon the summit, and looking out
westward with a glass at Abingdon and the farms many
miles beyond, a cloud came rolling up to the mountain,
which soon swept across the top, careering like a snow storm,
the wind whistling mournfully and winterlike through the
naked limbs, and the vaper hiding our company from each
other. From the southeastern slope portions of North Caro-
lina, Tennessece, and Virginia, all fell within the scope of
natural vision, and from the northwestern slope the bold
outline of Kentucky marked the horizon. The most remark-
able thing we saw upon White Top was ite crowds of trees
called Lashhorn. ‘I'hese trees are of all heights, from mere
shrubs up to fifty feet, and the tops are aliost invariably
flat. 20 much so, and the branches sojclosely interwoven, that
persons can stand or walk upon tbem. Our company, con-
sisting of nine persong, had the curiosity to ascend to the top

| of one of these trees, where we all sat down together upon
the level platform of foliage, some twenty-five feet in diame-
ter, and two or three of the company actually laid down and
rolled across the top. This tree is a species of fir, and is,
we believe, peculiar to the pcak. The timber near the sum-
mit is small and gnarled, but at the base trees are giants.—

~ WasHING CaLicoes.—The following method of
washing dresses of printed muslin, so as to preserve
the colors, is recommended by a competent authority :

Make 2 lather by boiling some soap and
water together. Let it stand ustil it is sufficiently
cool for use. Previously to putting the dress into
it, throw in a handful of salt. Rince the dress,
without wringing it, in clear cold water, into which
a little salt bas been thrown. Remove it, and rince
it again in a fresh supply of clear cold water and
salt. Then wring the dress in a rloth, and hang it
to dry immediately, spreading it out as open as pos-
sible, 50 a8 to prevent any part lying over another.—
Should there be any white in the pattern, mix a little

blue in the water.”

other serious misdemeanors.

Breakwater foy Liverpool.

Mr. Geo. Rennie, C. E., has projected for the port
and narlo- of Liverpool a jetty or breakwater, from
the Black Rock Point, at the entrance of the Mersey,
on the Cheshirc thore, in a line nearly parallel tothe
Lancashire shore. The breakwater will take a north-
westerly direction, and curve outwards towards the
Victeria Channel, across the Brazil and Burbo Banks,
for a distance of upwards of three miles, when it will
be ended by a lighthouse. Simultaneously with the
construction of a breakwalter, itis proposed to con-
tinue the line of quay wall of the north docks in a
direction curving mmwar s as far as Formby Point, so
as to assimilate the form of entrance into the Mersey
to a trumpet’s mouth. The advantages proposed by
this plan are =aid to be—1. The general improve-
ment of the entrance into the harbor, by which the
flow ard ebb of the tides will be more regular and
more favorable to the deepening and preserving the
low water channels, and to their navigation gener-
ally. 2. The protection of the north docks (occa-
sionally inaccessible in stormy weather) and of the
Bootle and Formby shores from the violent effects of
the preveiling winds. 3. The acquisition of nearly
2000 acres of valaable land, which will be enclosed
between the new wall and that shore. 4. The pro-
bahle ¢onversion of from 30.000 te 40,000 acres of
sandbanks, now rapidly accumulating and rising
above low wa'er along 'he whole shore in front of
the Leasowes, !rom the Rocky Point 1o the entrance
of the Dee estuary at Hilibre Point. 5. The preven-
tion from entering into the harbor of vast quantities
ot drilt sand, which come from the North Burbo
banks, in sonthwesterly gales. The prevention of
many shipwrecks and Joss of lives and property
which occur annually. 7. The reduction to a mini-
mum of the great expen-es now incurred in main-
taining the lights, buoys, steam tugs, drelges, &ec.,
now employad in preserving the direetion and depth
of the sea channels, and which heavily tax the 40,.
000 ships and 40,000,000 of tons carried hy them
annually. Finally, the preservation and improve-
ment of the port and harbor of Liverpool, and which,
like its neighibor the estuary of the Dee, will be en-
tirely ruined if prompt measures be not taken to pre-
vent it.

er some eight or ten thousand citizens, mainly from
Rockland county, on the 161h of July, 10 commemo-
rate the storming of the Point, soon “after midnight
seventy-eight years previously, we hope is to inaugu-
rale many other celebrations of a like character, all
over the land. There are, it is true, in the history
of the war, not many achievements so striking as
this—which was one of the most brilliant achieve-
ments of ancient or modern warfare. The fort was
strongly defended by nature and art, and it would
seem 10 us almost fool hardy, but for what we know
of the man who planned the enterprise, and of the
man who executed it. The British bad six hundrad
skilliul and brave men in the fort, and the Americans
undertook to take and hold it with less than three
bunired. When Washington asked Wayne—then
but thirty-four years old—if he would command the
expedition which be had plann«d, the answer of Mad
Anthony, more laconic than .reverent, was: * Yes,
I'll storm hell itself, if you will only lay the plan.”
He had confidence in the szill of bis general. [t was
on the 15th of July, 1779, that Wayne started from
Sandy Beach, over twelve or fourteen miles above,
and came by a rugged and most impaseable route to
the scene of his labors. At half-past eleven the fol-
lowing night he prepared for the attack. Everything
around was as still as night and death. Every charge
had been withdrawn from the guns of the men picked
for the occasion. Washington—whose letter to \Wayne
i8 worth reading many times—instructed his chosen
officer not to make the attack at early morn-
ing, when a foe might be most exp:cted, and as was
the custom, but daring the first slumber, and as soon
after midnight a8 was practicable. Between 11 and
12 Wayne was on the ling of the morass waiting for
the receding tide, and as it was some of his men had
to wade for twc or three feet in the water. How he
passed the sentinels is very well told in the address
of Judge Parker :

“ There was an old negro, a slave of Capt. Lamb’s,
who, though his skin was black had as good a heart
as anybody. He was in the habit of coming to the
fort 1o sell beiries to the officers and men, who were
always anxious lo see him. They wanted himeto
come cftener, and he said he could not unless he
came in the night ; he had to hoe corn all day for
his master. They were obliged to give him the coun-
tereign, and he promised to come, and he did come.
[Laughier.] But with him came two honest looking
men, 1o be sure, dressed as plain farmers. They
passed the sentinels, and gave the countersign, and
soon the two sentries were seized and bound by two
stout men, and thus tl e surprise was effected.”

After thal, the forlon hope of twenly men entered
the fort, but not until the alarm had been given
within ; and so fierce and bloody was the resistance,
that of the twenty men who first entered, seventeen
were either killed or wounded. The forlorn hope
were the first 10 expose themselves to the deadly fire
of the cnemy, without being able to return it—still
they marched on. Wayne wad first struck by a
n-usket ball, and thought he was mortally wounded.
He told his aids he wished 10 be taken to the fort 1o
die a! the head of his column. He was among the
first who entered the fort, and was spared to serve
his country in many future encounters. When they
came 1o count the killed and wounded, they found
that, while they had lost but fifteen killed and eighty-
three wounded, there were fifty-three of the British
killed, and over five hundred men taken prisoners.—
We like to see bravery and humanity go hand in
hand. The speaker alluded to spoke in eulogy of
the brilliant achievement by which the place was
thus captured. Medals were preseated to Wayne
and Cols. De Fleury and Poser. Wayune announced
his victory to Gen. Washington in these brief words :
Stonev Point, July 15, 1777,
2 o'elock, A. M.

Dear General :—The fort and prisoners, with Col.
Jackson are ours. Oar officers and men behaved
like me¢n who were determined to be [ree.

Yours, most respeetfully,
Antiony WAYNE.

Tae New State Caprron.—Our Baltimore cotem-
poraries in paying a just and well deserved ecompli-
ment to Mr. Niernsee, the accomplished Architect of
the State Capitol. and also to Mr. Murray, the su-
petintendent of the brick work, have fallen into
gome seiious errors with regard to the chaiacior of
the work, which Mr. Niernsee bas in charge. The
building will be constructed of native granite (not
marhle, as our Baltimore fricnds have it,) which we
are informed is cqual in color and texture %o any in
the United States, and infinitely preferable to the
celebrated Quincy Granite. Two majestic porticoes
with double rows of columns, will adorn the build-
ing, North snd South, and if the tower which we
have seen in the drawing is added, it will realize the
auticipation of our Baltimore friends who assert that
it is to ke the finest structure of the kind in the
States.

We learn that 300 hands are now actively engaged
on the work, and that the railroad to Granby, which
wiil be completed by the first of September, will
greatly aid the further progress of this vast under-
taking. Dams have been erected at Granby to keep
out the water from the quarries and prevent those
vexatious delays consequent upon freshets in the
river. The bricks used are manufactured by the
Messis. Green, at their cxtensive yard in the vicinity
of the city, and are pronounced to be equal in sound-
ness and durability to the northern brick. They are
being lail in eement 1n a manner calculated to ensure
the greatest solidity under the very eompetent super-
iniendence of Mr. Murray. Ogne half of the windows
have already teen set for the hasement story, which
will be nearly if not entirely completed during the
present year. Such of the work as hasalready been
finished conveys the idea of strength and beauty,
admirably combined.

The selection of Gen. Jones as Commissioner, has
been a most fortunate one for the State, and we ate
gratifiel to know that between himself and the Ar.
chitect, and all others engaged, the harmony go ne-
cessary to the successful prosecution of so great a
task has always prevailed.

Afier many drawbacks and disappointments, we
now seem secure of a building which will at onee
adorn our city, reflect credit upox the liberality of
the State, and upon the genius of the architect, and
afford to our giave legislators the convenience and
comfort 80 necessary lo them in the prosscution of
their arduous and absorbing duties. That this noble
structure may reach its full completion, and that its
spacious halls for years to come, may re-echc the
patriotic tones of the sons of the gallant Palmetto
St «te, is our ardent prayer.—Carolina Times.

The London Daily News calls attention to a new
phase of the history of the slave-trade, asserting that,
althpugh the Earl of Clarendon has no official infor-
mation of the fact, it is nevertheless quite true that
the French Government has entered into a contract
with a Marseilles house for the supply of 10,000
Africans to Guadaloupe and Martinique.  This con-
tract was, it seems, signed by the French Ministers
of Marine and Foreign Afiairs of the one part, and
MM. Regis, of Marseilles, of the other part, on the
13th of March last. It stipulates that tEe latler are
within three years, or if possible in less time, to trans-
port 5,000 blacks to Guadaloupe and as many to Mar-
tinique, there to work under an engagement for ten
years at the wages of 12 franes 50 centimes a month,
out of which each negro 8o imported has to pay, at
the rate of wo francs a month, the cost of his trans-
port, estimated at 200 francs. MM. Regis underiake
to employ in this service large steam vessels capa-
ble of containing 800 passenger?, and for each adult
immigrant, male or female, they are;to receive 500
francs, or £20 sterling. One of these steamers has,
we are assured, already sailed.

If the contract contain any stipulations binding the
Messieurs Regis to ship only negroes who volantari-
ly tender themselves for emigration, or not to pay
money 10 induce negroes to come on board their ves-
sels, the abstract which has been allowed to transpire
makes not the smallest reference to such stipulations.
So far as appears, no restrictions whatever are placed
on the contractors; they have the entire coast
of Western Africa (except, of course, the British
selllements) to operate upon; they may obtain
the blicks whence and how they can; all that
the French Government apparently care for is
the arrival of 10,000 1o the colonies, where they are
to be condemned to labor for ten years, at wages less
for a month than the cuarrent value of work for a
week in the adjoining Bntish possessions, The
“ Daily News " points out that this scheme differs
essentially, and is apparently to be carried out in a
very ditlerent manner fromn that by which our colo-
uists are permitted to obtain immigrants {rom India,
China and Africa, and expresses a fear that we are in
danger of a new slave trade.

Diplomaue Corps of the Unlted States,

A Washington correspondent of the New York
Courier furnishes some interesting information in re-
lation to the diplomatic corps of the United States.
The aggregate number of Diplomatic and Consular
officers is 366. The two full missions of highest
rank are those of England and France, to which is
attached a salary of $17,000 each. The occupants
of five other missions receive $12,000 each, of two
others §10,000 each, and the Minister to Austria re-
ceives $9,000. But the Jucrativeness of the officers
and the expenses of the system will be shown in the
subjoined tabular statement of appointments and
compensation authorized by law :

(justice, nor a slave to valgar prejudice. 1 believe
that the South should look 10 herself for protection,
and not rely upon any national party whatever ; yet,
entertaining these views, | nevertheless see no in-
consistency in lhe South co operaling with her
Northern friends, when they profess and praclice
such principles as are acceptable to her. Sach, now,
| contend has ever bzen the case with the sound
part of the Northern Democracy.

In proof of what I have said, we cite some instan-
ces, which | learn have been derived from facts,
stated by Senator-James in the United States Senate :

“ When Florida was an applicant for admission
into the Union a8 a sovereign State in 1843, wiih
slavery, the vole on her admission stood thus: In
the House, Northern Democrats, yeas 58, nays 4.—
All the membvers of all other parties of the North,
nu nben}:;’g 37, voted in the negative. In the Senate,
all the Northern Democrais, numbering 12 voted in
the affirmative, while all the Noithern men belong-
ing to other parties, numbering 9, voted against il.—
But for the votes ot these Northern Democerats, Flori-
Ja would not bave been admitted into the Union as
a State.

Take now the question of the annexation of Tex-
as. Who in the North voted for it, wano against it ?
In the House of Representatives, 37 Northern Demo-
crats voted for it, and only 3 against it ; while nof a
single man from the North of any other party voted
for it. All others, numbering 40, voted against it.
But for Northern Demoeratic voies, Texas wold not
have been annexed !

Now let us take the Fugitive Siave Law. On the
adoption of this law the voie stood thus: Northern
Damnocrats, yeas 28, nays 14; all others from the
North, yeas 3, nays 62. But three Northern voters
outside of the Democratic party. ‘Thus it is clear
that the Fugitive Slave Law would never have beeu
passed without the aid of Norihern Democrats.

Let us now consider the Nebraska bill -that most
trying and terrific of all measures to the Northern
Democracy. That measure ander which courage
uailed and viriue was seduced —that measure whioch,
in the North, made apostacy a virtue and fidelity &
crime; which made an Abolitionist an angel and a
Democrat a devil—an ordeal the most fearful of all
to which the Northern Democracy have ever been
subjected. On this queslion now did the vote stand ?
h'he Northern Democrals who voted for it in the
House were 45 ; those who voted against it were 38.
Not one Northern man of any other parly voted for
it. They all voted against it 1o the number of 54 —
In the Senate, the Northern Democrats who voted for
it were 14 ; against it, 4. No Northern Whig or (of
course) Abolitionist voted for it.”
